A Frightfal Mailread Accident. - | 

PoTTsvIALE (Pa), Oct. 11.— In- | 
formation reached this city to-| 
night of a terrible accident which | 
has occurred on the Lehigh Valley’ 
Railroad at Mud Run, the first sta-_ 
tion above Penn Haven. A grend 
parade of Catholic societiés took | 
place at Hazelton to-day, avd a: 
large excursion was run from 
Wilkesbarre for the occasion, com- 


posed ef lodges, bands and sight- 
seers from Wilkesbarre, Nanticoke 
and other points along the line. 
The excursion train was run intwo } 
sections,and-upon their return trip. 
to-night: the rear section ran into. 
the forward section at Mud Run 
about 9 o’clock, with disastrous 
results. 

Several cars of the forward sec- 
tion were telescoped, and forty 


persons were killed outright and 
about an equal number injured, 
many of them probably fata!ly. 
The late hour at which the acci- 
dent occurred, the remote and iso- 
lated locality of the scene and the 
reticence of the railroad people, | 
combine to render the obtainment | 
of details extremely difficult. It is | 
impossible to ascertain the names 
or residence of any of the victims, | 
but their number is stated above | 
with approximate accuracy. 


FURTHER DETAILS. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 11.— 
The accident on #@he Lehigh Val- 
ley road at Mud Run, near Penn 
Haven, is beyond all question the 
most awful disaster that has ever 
happened in this. portion of the 
State. Thongh no details can be 


learned there is no doubt that the 
number of killed will reach nearly 
eighty, and the injured nearly dou- 
ble that number. The trains were 
excursion trains returning from 
the celebration at Hazelton and | 
annual parade of the Catholic tem- 
perauce socicties of the Scranton 
diocese. 

Thousands of people went down 
‘to. Hazelton from the towns of 
Luzerne and Lackawanna counties. 
Seven trains, with cars filled to 
the doors, passed through -White 
Haven this morning, taking the 
old route by the Pennsylvania. 
On the return the first train left 
‘Hazelton about 5 p,M., the others 
foHowing as rapidly as deemed 
}safe. The first three sections came 
through without accident, the dis- 
aster happening to the fourth and 
fifth sections. 

For some reasons not explained, 
the fourth section was standing 
on the track hear the little station 
of Mud Run, five miles, below 
White Haven. when the fifth sec- 
tion shot around the curve close 
behind and crashed into it, the 
cars. being smashed and broken 
and hurled off the track. 

The road lies close beside the 
Lehigh river, a steep embankment 
sixty feet high running down to 
the water. Several of the cars 
rolled down this, and others wgre, 
crushed against the cutting on the 
other side. 

Up to this writing (12:30 a. m.) 
no direct communieatioa has been 
established with the e of the. 
disaster, and the railrgad officials, 
thing, absolutely 
refuse to give information. 

At 1 o’clock this morning re- 
ports about the accident are still 
conflicting. It is known, however, 
from dispatches received at the 
depot, that the accident is quite as 
— as at first reported, and that at 
east 30 or more are killed. No- 
‘thing officially can be obtained at 
the company’s office, which is closed 
to everybody. 

_ One train has been started from 
the wreck, and it is expected to 
arrive here about 4 o’clock this 
morning. Most of the injured are

A New insect Destroyer. 

The Grass Valley, Cal., Zidings 
says: Last year John F. Kidder’s or- 
chard, opposite the depot, was infested 
with the cudlin moth and other fruit- 
destroying insects. wAlthough no at- 
tempt to eradicate the pests was made, 
this year the orchard is free of insects 
and the fruit is sound and clean. To 
the presence of an electric light in the 
immediate. vicinity this fact is attri- 
buted, and no ‘doubt correctly, for 
thousamds of the dead pests have been 
found gightly on the ground under the 
light. ‘Khese insects probably seek 
the light and their death as moths are 
attracted to a burning candle or lamp. 
Perhaps in this item may be seen the 
means of freeing other orchards of the 
pests. There is no patent on the dis- 
covery.
